Claims 1-42 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4). and thus have industrial applicability because the subject mattw clauned 
can be made or used in industry. 

Claims 2. 6. 9-13, 15-31, 33-35. and 37^2 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2H3). because the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest a nucleic acid of SEQ ID NO:2, 4 or a corn plant as claimed. 

Claims 1, 3-5. 14, 32 and 36 lack novdty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by WING et al (2000. GenBaidc Accession 
No. AZ128927). Wing et al teach a nucleic acid comprising SEQ ID N0:1. and several nucleic acids comprising U-41 contiguous 
nucleotides of SEQ ID NO:3. 

Claims 5 and 7-8 lack novdty under PCT Artide 33(2) as bdng antidpated by YU et al (1999. GenBank Accession No ^^^B}}^' 
Yu ei al teach a nucldc acid comprising 11-41 contiguous nucleotides of SEQ ID N0:3 and that is substantially set forth m SEQ ID 
NO:3. Primers could also be made from these sequences, which would correspond to a primer from SEQ ID NO:7. 
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
